Grounding on the sand, she held 
her own for several hours, but final- 
ly as the heavy seas continued to 
pound her, the vessel's hatches gave 
way and she quickly filled with wa- 
ter, Capt. Foos and thirty-four mem- 
bers of the crew had climbed high in 
the maste and lashed themselves to 
the rigging to prevent being carried 
away by the giant waves. Here they 
hung until 6 a.m., when the storm 
subsided and the title left the Russ 
high and dry. . 

First Mate Jorgensen bad started 
for the main mast to take refuge 
when a wave huried him against the 
side of the vessel. His skull was 
crushed...

Piece by piece the Chicago and Les 
Angeles police are putting together 
the parts of the two tragedies, and 
they are fitting so closely that they 
say that if the suicide is not the Diti- 
lon of the bungalow mystery, then 
fate has played a trick in coincidences 
that has no equal in theannals of 
crime, 

CHAIN OF REASONING. 

First it was developed that Dillon 
deserted his wife a month ago, simply 
stating that he was going out West. 
Me left her and her four children in| 
‘their home at No. 6420 Evanston ave- 
nue... 

Secondly, the police found that the 
man who was killed by the train 
answers exactly the description given 
of the man‘Dillon who lodged at No. 
$40 South Hope street with the 
woman he killed. They are as ali 
as two peas, to use the expression 
the police. . 

Then came the theoretical deduc- 
tion that the two memti, the Los Af- 
geles murderer and the Evanston sul- 
cide, were one and the same person. 

The woman who accompanied the 
slayer to Los Angeles was about to be- 
come a mother, and the first thought 
here was that she had been killed be- 
cause she had threatened to bring 
disgrace upon the man who was with 
her. This line of reasoning would 
tend to show that Dillon left home 
use he did not want the story of 
his love for the woman to become 
known, and that he brought the wom- 
an to Los Angeles with him. 

TIME FITS CLOSELY. 

The Chicago Dillon would have had 
just time enough to make the trip

They found 
further he frequently had shown in- 
terest In other women than his wife. 

The police cannot account fer Dij- 
lon’s death on any other ground than 
that he committed suicide. 

The next work of the police was to 
find out where Dillen had spent his 
time Friday evening after he quit 
work. They learned he had called 
upon a young woman employed in 
Wilmette as «4 housemaid. She said 
he left her at 11 o'clock Friday night 
and that she knew nothing about how 
much money he had.

REDONDO BEACH, May 18.—A 


|wonderful collection of dolls, pro- 


nounced by many as the most wonder- 
ful In the world, was exhibited today 
by the owner, Mrs. <. A, Tinker, at 
the home of Mr. and Mrs. J. E. Mor- 
rel at No. 210 North Catalina ave- 
nue. 

The exhibit was given by Mrs. Tink- 
er to raise funds to purchase chairs 
for the new Baptist church which is 
ow being built on Broadway, and 
Was attended by a large number dur- 
ing the afternoon, when Mrs. Tihker 
gave a lecture explaining the history 
of the dolls. 

The collection consists of 149 dolls, 
all but four of which were given to 
Mrs. Tinker, who has been making the 
collection for the past fifteen years. 
Dollis of many nations in the native 
garb of the inhabitants, are in the col- 
lection, as well as dolls of earlier ages 
and curiosities and antiques. 

In numbers, Mrs. Tinker’s collec- 
tion is larger than the famous collec- 
tion of Queen Victoria, as that of 
the dead Queen numbered but 141 
dolis. Eugene Field, the poet, also 
had a wonderful doll collection of 
about 100 dolls, but that of Mrs. 
Tinker comprises more rare and 
unique members of the doll family 
than either of these collections. 

One of the most interesting of the 
dolla its a microscopic doll —from 
Nuremberg, Germany, the smallest 
jointed doll in the world. The doll 
is perfectly made, ‘s of wood and 
jointe4, and measurts but a half-inch 
in length. It is stored away in & 
small box the size and shape of a 
small olive. in order that the tiny 
dott may be clearly seen it is neces- 
sary to use a glass. 

Two quveer-looking 
from Old Mexico which are over 200 
years old are among the rarest of the 
collection. Then there are a 
of Indian dolls, including one e of 
skin by the Moki Indians, one in his 
war paint from the Crow tribe, four 
grotesque-looking dolls made of rags 
by the Kiowa Indian maids, an Indian 
chief from the Shawano tribe, and his 
wife and papoose. A tiny Russian 
soldier but two inches in length is an 
exact reproduction of the Russian 
soldier uniform. A fierce-looking

Power Company Is Object of Inter- 
eat Because of Ite Oddity. 

El. CENTRO, May 18.—Power was 
turned on today at the 1000-horse- 
power auxiliary electric plant of the 
Holton Power Company, and the ma- 
chinery is working satisfactorily, This 
is attractjng much attention among 
engineers of the world, as it is the 
G@rst large plant of its type in the 


holder of the Imperial Valley Gas 
in the industrial district. 
It is of handsome design, and con- 
structed of reinforced concrete with 
massive concrete foundations. Nine 
carloads of machinery were used in 
the plant. 

The building containg the engine, 
generator, gas producers, switchboard, 
transformers and the greater part of 
the engine and producer auxiliaries. 
The engine was purchased from the 
builders, the Allis Chalmers Company 
of Milwaukee, and is a four-cylinder 
double-acting horizontal twin tandem 
of the four-stroke cycle type. 

The speed is 180 revolutions per 
minute, and its normal load is 1000 
brake horse power. 

One 750 K.W. Allie Chalmers gen- 
erator is directly connected to the 
engine. The current is stepped up 
from the generator voltage of 2200 
volts to 15,000 volts by transformers 
located on the basement floor, and the 
current is then a buted at this 
higher voltage to the towns of Impe- 
rial, Brawley, Calexico, Holtville and 
Mexicali. * The plant is so arranged 
that it can be run in conjunction with 
the Holtville hydro-electric station, 
or without.

The mothers work; the 
law compels the children of school 
age to go to school; consequently the

MOST PRIMITIVE MEN. 


A Wandering Race Found in 
Sumatra Who Are Much Inferior 
to the Paleolithic Men of Europe. 
. [Philadelphia Record:] A people 
without any form or religion, without 
superstition, devold of any thought of 
the future state, has been found in 
the interior forests of Sumatra, ac- 
cording to Ir. Wilhelm Valez, the 
geologiet of the University of Bres- 
lau, who has made extensive journeys 
through the island. There he found 
the Kubus, as he named them, who 
are scarcely to be distinguished from 
the small man-like ape of the Indo- 
Malayan countries. They are wan- 
derers through the forest seeking 
food. They have no property. They 
are not hunters, but simply collectors. 
They seek merely sufficient nuts, 
fruits and other edible growths to 
keep them alive. 

The Kubus wage very little warfare 
upon the small amount of animal :fe 
in their silent and somber land. The 
only notion he could get from them of 
a difference between a live and a dead 
person was that the dead do not 
breathe. He infers that they are im-

MMISSION TO 
CONSIDER TAXES. 


SAN DIEGO, May 18.—A commis- 

to be composed of real estate 
men who know land values, to make 
assessments, is to be recommended to 
the City Council by the realty board. 
The subject of assessments has been 
under discussion by realty men for 
several weeks. Opinions of members 
of the board expressed are that the 
entire city should be reassessed and 


that there should be a more equitable 


valuation placed on improved and un- 
improved property. Members of the 
beard declare they are willing to 
stand a raise in the assessed valjua- 
tion of the city, providing the in- 
crease is equal all around. 

Under the present assessment plan 
the Council has been forced, in or- 
der to raise money to operate the 
government, to increase the tax rate. 
Realty men believe an increaged tax 
rate is more of a detriment to the 
influx of homeseekers than any other 
method of taxation. Consequently, 
they believe it would be better to 
raise the valuation more in prgportior 
to the market value and lower the tax 
rate in proportion. 

Building projects continue to spring 
up as if by magic. One of these is a 
four-story and basement building to 
cover an area 100x100 feet on the 
west side of Ninth street, between D 
and E, and to be erected for Quince 
Crane at a cost of $70,000. The mate- 
rial will be brick. It will be used 
as a hotel. Work will begin June 1. 
Another bullding on which work will 
begin June 1 is to be a one-story 
brick, 60x100 feet, to be erected for 
L. Gerlinger at the southwest corner 
of Fourth and E streets. 

Cc. H. Arthur will begin work this 
week on a residence of the Italian 
villa type at Twenty-ninth and Nut- 
meg streets, to cost $7500. The Peo- 
ple's State Bank of Chula Vista will

We to explain HT What is the mech- 
anism by which one person is able to 
transmit messages directly and in- 


admitted, no positive answer can as 
yet be returned. But some ihterest- 
ing h have lately been ad- 
venced not by mere theorists but by 
eminent men of science, who, them- 
selves affirming the actuality of telep- 
athy, have given much thought to 
the problem of its mode of operation. 

Sir William Crodkes, for example, 
calling attention to the marvelous but 
undisputed facts of ethereal vibrati-n 
as evidenced by the phenomena of 
wireless telegraphy and the Reentgen 
rays, urges that here we have quite 
possibly an adequate explanation of 
the mystery of telepathy of a wholly 
nateralistic basis—that is to say, a 
basia Which will ehable us to accept 
telepathy without dislocating our en- 
ne conception of the physical uni- 

erse. 

“Tt seems to me,” he suggests, ‘that 
these rays (the Roentgen rays) may 
have & possible way of transmitting 
intelligence which, with a few rea- 
sonable postulates, may supply the 
key to much that is obscure in psychi- 
cal research. Let it be assumed that 
these rays, or rays of even higher fre- 
quency, can pass into the brain and 
act On sOme nervous center there. Let 
it Be conceived that the brain con- 
tains a center which uses these rays 
as the vocal chords use sound vibra- 
tions (both being under the command 
of intelligence,) and sends them out, 
with the velocity of light, to impinge 
on the Yeceiving ganglion of another 
brain. In this same way the phe- 
nomena of telepathy, and the trans- 
mission intelligence from one sen- 
sitive to another through long dis- 
tances seem to come into the domain 
of law and can be grasped.” 

This, undoubtedly, is the explana- 
tlon that most strongly commends it. 
self to those scientists who courage- 
ously acknowledge their belief in 
a. Nor do they see any ob- 
jection to it in the fact that people 
apparently are affected by the telepa- 
thic impulse only at certain times.

Largely Increased the Output in 
the Mailing Department. 
!Business:} In a large publishing 
house in Chicago, which matis an- 
nually millions of circulars, form liet- 
ters and sample coples, the saving of 
even of a single motion in the pro- 
cess of folding, inclosing or address- 
ing means an economy that is well 
Worth thinking about. When the 
idea first occurred to an officer of 
the company, he devoted several 
weeks to a careful and analytical 
study of the work of the mailing de- 
partment. To the girle employed 
there and their work he applied the 
principals of scientifiC management as 
demonstrated by industrial ecien- 
tists; with most -satisfactory results. 
The girle who folded and sealed the 
letters had formerly been allowed 
to arrange their work to sult them- 
selves. A very little observation of 
their methods showed there was room 
for improvement. Experiments were 
made to determine in just what or- 
der each movement should be made 
in folding the letter and inclosure, 
picking them up and inserting them 
in the envelope. as the first 
attempt was it immediately increased 


} the output of a girl. 


Finally a plan’ was dé¥ised for ar- 
ranging and handling the gneviopes 
and their inclosures so that each hand 
on the completion of one motion, was 
in the proper position to begin im- 
mediately the next'motion. The final 
motion—-that of throwing the filled 
envelopes upon a pile—was ehtirely 
eliminated by placing a large basket 
upon the floor, directly under the 
point where the inclosures were in- 
serted in the envelope. When the 
inclogures were once inside, the giris 
simply let go of the envelope and it 
fell inte the basket, gravity doing 
the work formerly done by the girl.

The veil 
sweeps over the hair backward in soft folds. The top of the head 
practically uncovered. ' 

_ There is a high effect now in vogue, taken from the Russian peasant 
veil. A pointed support of small flowers is placed on a net circular band 
and fitted down over the head. From the top of the flowers the veil falls 


in long folds. It is suggestive of the Normandy arrangement, and adds 


to the height of the wearer. 
Juliet has given us an idea for the bridal veil. A cap of pearis is 


placed over the head, its circular disks coming down at the cars. From 
under the side and back edges the veiling comes in a soft, folded arrange- 
ment. This pearl cap is especially good for regular features and carries 
out any decoration of pearls that may be used on the bridal gown.
